WASHINGTON, May 24.—The senate 


today passed the so-called free alcohol 
bill as it was reported from the commit- 
tee on finance. The bill has already 
passed the house and the amendments 
which the senate has adopted do not 
materially change its scope. It does not 
go into effect until January 1, 1007. 
There was some debate on the measure 
nnd the necessity for the amendments 
explained. The bill was passed without 
division. 


When tho free alcohol bill was taken 


up today Senator Aldrich said the bill 
would greatly injure the business of the 
wood alcohol manufacturers and gnve 
this as one of the reasons why the date 
for the bill to go into effect.had been 
extended until January next. 


Senator McCumber expressed surprise 


nt the statement, saying that as ';he in- 
terests of the consumers are a hundred 
times greater than those of the manu- 
facturers, they should be preferred. He 
therefore moved tho restoration of the 
date fixed by the house bill carrying it 
into effect three months after its pass- 
age. 


Senator Aldrich said in reply that the 


wood alcohol makers have amounting to 
from $30,000,000 to $00,000,000 invested 
in their business and said that f.'iir deal- 
ing required that they ehould have time 
to adjust themselves to the ni'.w condi- 
tions. He also represented 
the state- 


ment made yesterday to the effect that 
the internal revenue office would require 
considerable time to prepare 
for 
the 


change. In some places in New York, 
Pennsylvania and other states entire 
communities would be wiped out by the 
proposed legislation and .ho contended 
that they shotild have consideration. 


Senator Toller supported the date fix- 


ed by the senate committee saying that 
in all .tariff legislation consideration is 
given to the protection of interests af- 
fected by changes. He advocated the 
passage of the bill, but snid that those 
who are counting upon alcohol for "the 
generation of power would find them- 
eelvos mistaken. Referring to a popu- 
lar report lie said that the Standard Oil 
company had given no attention to the 
proposed legislation. 


Replying to a question from Senator 


Martin, Mr. Aldrich said the bill does 
not apply to the manufacture of sul- 
phuric ether. Ho also replied to R. ques- 
tion by Mr. McCumbor to the effect that 
most of the manufacturers of wood alco- 
hol arc independent of all trusts. He 
added that most of tho refining is done 
by one company, but that so far as he 
knen- that company is not a trust. He 
added that it is not connected with the 
Standard Oil company. . 


Senator Allison said the bill was crude 


and that it should have been more care- 
fully considered. He spoke of tho im- 
portance of the measure saying it might 
affect $100,000,000 of revenue, but 
ex- 


pressed the opinion that as the bill has 
beon amended by the senate fraud under 
it could be prevented.. He did not believe 
that distillers generally would take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to manufac- 
ture denatured alcohol as provided for 
by the bill. 


PANAMA BILL GOES OVER. 


The senate thia afternoon began con- 


sideration of the agricultural appropri- 
ation bill, the bill for purchasing Pan- 
ama canal supplies going over. 


The senate committee on Philippines 


today reported favorably the bill pre- 
pared by the war department and intro- 
duced by Senator Lodge relating to the 
silver coinage in the Philippine islands. 
Secretary Tait was before the commit- 
tee and explained the necessity for the 
law.

didate in this county. 
Assemblyman 


Bell, who earlier in the year had aspira- 
tions to go to thn senate, has decided to 
be content with a renomination to the 
assembly. But Assemblyman John Tho- 
mas it seems also has senatorial ambi- 
tions and it is understood nomination 
papers for Mr. Thomas will be circulated 
in the near future. Another halfbreed 
candidate who is out for the nomination 
is Isnac T. Bishop of the town of Somers 
and it is said thnt he has gone so far 
in regard to his candidacy that there will 
bo no pulling out by hrm no matter what 
occurs. Thomas is the man whom the 
leaders here would like to see get the 
place. They know that he will be around 
daily to see whomsoever tho La Follette 
legislative boss may be to have his ticket 
punched, find this is the kind of a man 
that the La Follette leaders want to see 
in the legislature. 


Still there are reasons which make the 


nomination of Thomas from the district, 
which consists of Racine and Kenosha 
counties doubtful. Thomas is not asNpo- 
pukur OS he might be in.the city of Ea- 
"cine and there are a good many half- 
breeds there who say that under no con- 
(liiions will they support the assembly- 
man. The halfbreed lenders do not know 
just how Bishop will act if he reaches 
the legislature. Although he has a call 
for halfbreed support by reason of always 
having been a good faithful administra- 
tion man the halfbraed leaders here, evi- 
dently coached by Oil Inspector Mills of 
Burlington, seem to fearif Bishop should 
get into the senate ho would develop a 
mind of his own which is a quality never 
desired by the La Follette contingent in 
any legislator. Still Bishop is conceded 
to have strength and this Sacinc-Keno- 
«ha counties situation may be another 
which the La Follette leaders will con- 
sider it wise to leave alone. 


If Otis Johnson will -not enter the race 


the stalwart support will probably go to 
Prof. Trenary, the principal of the Keno- 
Bha college of commerce. Mr. Johnson 
would like another term in the senate, 
but is not anxious to enter a rough and 
tumble battle for 'the nomination. Ee 
thinks, and rightly, that his record 
should entitle him to consideration. Mr. 
Johnson as a senator was a man of 
strength. Even the halfbreeds cannot ob- 
ject to his record, and they are aware of 
this fact and would dislike to have Mr. 
Johnson become an open candidate for 
a rcnominatioE. 
There could be no 


stumping the district against Mr. John- 
son, as it is a well-known fact that ho 
was one of the cbief factors in evolving 
a rate commission bill from tho last leg- 
iilaturc, and enjoys with Senators Hat- 
ten and Iludnall joint laurels on this bill. 
In other ways also Senator Johnson Was 
a valuable member, and even the half- 
breed leaders, although hating Senator 
Johnson for his pronounced stalwart ten- 
dencies, were obliged to admit after the 
clofe of. the session last winter that the 
senator's record on most bills was clear. 
As said before, however, Senator Johnson 
has no desire to enter into a bitter pre- 
liminary fight for the nomination and 
the fact that such a fight'will be neces- 
sary will probably preclude him from be- 
ing a candidate again. 


Mayor Peter .B. Nelson can have the 


stalwart support in Racine for the nomi- 
nation—that is if Senator Johnson docs 
not want a renominntion. 
Some time 


also it was generally believed that if Sen- 
ator Johnson was not in the race that 
Mayor Nelson would make the run. Re- 
cently, however, Mayor Nelson has shown 
less interest in the senatorial contest and 
it may bo that he will not be in the field. 
In that case probably, as said before, the 
stalwart support will go to Prof. Trftn- 
ary. Prof. Trenary is trying .to avoid 
factional complications in the battle. His 
nnnoTjncoiacut is-that he-is a Republican 
candidate without cithw Imlfbreed or 
Btftlwnrt tendencies.

A business transaction of importance' 


has been inada in. this city htis waek, the 
Danish weekly "Folkets Avis" having 
been consolidated with the other Danish 
weekly "Racine Postcn," to be published 
after June first under the name of "Fclk- 
ets Avis; cig (and) Racine Postcn." 


"Folkcta Avis" was established in this 


city 31 years ago and was edited for a 
number of years by the late Edward Jen- 
sen who died last year; immediately af- 
ter his death a publishing house was or- 
ganized 
and incorporated 
by 
several 


prominent Danish citizens, who assumed 
charge of the paper aud who have been 
publishing it ever since, Mr. Andrew J. 
Dalilstrom melding the editorial pen. 


"Racine Posten" was established here 


five years ago, and Professor Theodore 
Elbcrg, now of Norwood Park, 111., \vas 
the editor for two years. When lie re- 
tired Captain J. B. Frandsen became the 
editor of the wonkly, but it soon became 
evident tliat there was n-,t room enough 
in tho city for two Danish papers. 


The current issue of "Folkets Avis," 


published today, contains an announce- 
ment to its subscribers to the effect that 
this paper has purchased the "Racine 
Posten," and that, by mutual agreement, 
tho two papers in. the future will be pub- 
lished under one head, Andrew J. Dtthl- 
stroin being the editor in chief while 
Captain ,7. B. .Frandsnn will be the busi- 
ness manager. Tho enterprise is backed 
by a number of Danish Racine capital- 
ists) and there1 is every reason to predict 
success for the "Folkets Avis og Racine 
Poistcn," whose first issue will be pub- 
lished one week from today, the agree- 
\ meat going into effect June tot.

CLAIM FOREST OWES 


GOVERNMENT $2,500 


Marshall Forests Accounts as 


Quartermaster During War 


Show Shortage. 


No Actual Shortage Believed to Exist, 


But His Accounts Were Not 


Properly Kept—Error 


Clerical 


There was surprise among members of 


company F this morning when it was an- 
nounced that Marshall C. Forest, first 
lieutenant and quartermaster 
of the 


First Wisconsin United States infantry 
volunteers, had been sued for 52,544.93 
by the United States, for supplies, fur- 
nished him during the Spanish-American 
war, for which it is alleged, Lieutenant 
Forest failed, neglected and refused to 
account. 


The papers in the suit were filed yes- 


terday by District At;;orney H. K. But- 
terfic'ld and were served on Mr. Forest 
in this city, by Deputy Marshal William 
Guy. 
Mr. Forest, employed at the Hor- 


lick Food Co., claims that the govern- 
ment is laboring under a misapprehen- 
sion as to the facts in the case and will 
see the district attorney within a few 
days to explain them- He admits there 
are errors in the accounting. 


One of the officers of company F, when 


interviewed in regard to the matter this 
morning, said:' "When Marshall Forest 
went out from here, it was as assistant 
quartermaster sergeant. At Milwaukee 
the quartermaster did not go south, and 
Sir. Forest was appointed quartermaster 
with rank of lieutenant. The regiment 
proceeded tc^ Jacksonville, Florida, and 
Mr. Forest had charge of the.supplies of 
tho entire regiment. The government 
bad a system of accounting for these 
supplies. It appears that Mr. Forest did- 
not follow this system and consequently 
he became mix;d, evidently having given 
out considerable stuff and aot keeping 
track of the same. The consequence 
WBB, when the regiment was mustered 
out, the government claimed that Mr. 
Forest could not account for over S2..000 
worth of supplies, at any rate his ac- 
counts and books did not show where 
the supplies were, in other words were 
mixed. The government did not pay Mr. 
Forest for his services on "that account 
and since the close of the war the mat- 
ter has remained unsettled' and now the' 
•government brings it to an issue." 


HAS PROPER PAPERS. 


When. Mr.. Forest was seen .this morn- 


ing .he said: "1 have the necessary 
vouchers which are duplicates of the or- 
iginal which has bean forwarded to the' 
government years ago. I will prove to 
tho government oiBciuls that I have oc- 
counted for • every' article which I was 
held-responsible for; ihat.I am. not in- 
debted'to..-tho government nor $2,000, but 
about'513, which I am ready to pay at 
nny time the government settles with 
me. Tho government has been writing 
to me oil and,-6n since, the closo of the} 
'war *nd I hove .sent .ttem.copies of tho: 


vouchers and other data in my posses-, 
sion. It is simply a misapprehension oni 
the part of the government officials;"

WASHINGTON, May 24.—The senate 


today passed the so-called free alcohol 
bill as it was reported from the commit- 
tee on finance. The bill has already 
passed the house and the amendments 
which the senate has adopted do not 
materially change its scope. It does not 
go into effect until January 1, 1907. 
There was some debate on the measure 
and the necessity for the amendments 
explained. The bill was passed without 
division. 


When the free alcohol bill was taken 


•up today Senator Aldrich said the bill 
would greatly injure the business of the 
wood alcohol manufacturers and gave 
this as one of the reasons why the date 
for the bill to go into effect had been 
extended until January next. 


Senator McCumber expressed surprise 


at the statement, saying that as 'ihe in- 
terests of the consumers are a hundred 
times greater than those of the manu- 
facturers, they should be preferred. He 
therefore moved tho restoration of the 
date fixed by the house bill carrying it 
into effect three months after its pass- 
age. 


Senator Aldrich said in reply that the 


wood alcohol makers have amounting to 
from $30,000,000 to $00,000,000 invested 
in their business and said that fair deal- 
ing required that they el-ould have time 
to adjust themselves to the now condi- 
tions. He also represented 
the state- 


ment made yesterday to the effect that 
the internal revenue office would require 
considerable time to prepare for 
the 


change. In some places in New York, 
Pennsylvania and other states entire 
communities would be wiped out by the 
proposed legislation ami he contended 
that they should have consideration. 


Senator Teller supported the date fix- 


ed by the senate committee saying that 
in ail tariff legislation consideration, is 
given to the protection of interests af- 
fected by changes. He advocated the 
passage of the bill, but said that those 
who are counting upon alcohol for the 
generation of power would find them- 
selves mistaken. Referring to a popu 
lar report he said that the Standard Uil 
company had given no attention to the 
proposed legislation. 


Replying to a question from Senator 


Martin, Mr. Aldrich said the bill does 
not apply to the manufacture of sul- 
phuric ether. He also replied to a ques- 
tion by Mr. McCumber to the effect that 
most of the manufacturers of wood alco- 
hol are independent of all trusts. He 
added that most of the refining is done 
by one company, but that so far as he 
knew that company is not a trust. He 
added that it is not connected with the 
Standard Oil company. 


Senator Allison said the Bill was crude 


and that it should have been more care- 
fully considered. He spoke of the im- 
portance of the measure saying it might 
affect $100,000,000 of revenue, but 
ex- 


pressed the opinion that as the bill has 
been amended by the senate fraud under 
it could be prevented. He did not believe 
that distillers generally would take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to manufac- 
ture denatured alcohol aa provided for 
by the bill.

There was surprise among members of 


company F this morning when it was an- 
nounced that Marshall C. Forest, first 
lieutenant and quartermaster 
of the 


First Wisconsin United States infantry 
volunteers, had been sued for $2,544.98 
by the United States, for supplies, fur- 
nished him during the Spanish-American 
war, for which it is alleged, Lieutenant 
Forest failed, neglected and refused to 
account. 


The papers in tlie suit were filed yes- 


terday by District Attorney H. K. But- 
terfield and were served on Mr. Forest 
in this city, by Deputy Marshal William. 
Guy. Mr. Forest, employed at the Hor- 
lick Food Co., claims that the govern- 
ment is laboring under a misapprehen- 
sion as to the facts in the case and will 
see the district attorney within a few 
days to explain them. He admits there 
are errors in the accounting. 


One of the officers of company F, when 


interviewed in regard to the matter this 
morning, said:' "When Marshall Forest 
went out from here, it was as assistant 
quartermaster sergeant. At Milwaukee 
the quartermaster did not go south, and 
Mr. Forest was appointed quartermaster 
with rank of lieutenant. The regiment 
proceeded te_ Jacksonville, Florida, and 
Mr. Forest had charge of the supplies of 
tho entire regiment. The government 
had a system, of accounting for these 
supplies, ft appears that Mr. Forest did 
not follow this system and consequently 
he became mixed, evidently having given 
out considerable stuff and not keeping 
track of the same. The consequence 
\vns, when the regiment was mustered 
out, the government claimed that Mr. 
?orcst could not account for over §2.000 
worth of supplies, at any rate his ac- 
counts and books did not show where 
the supplies were, in other words were 
mixed. The government did not pay Mr. 
Forest for his services on 'that account 
and since the close Of the war the mat- 
ter has remained unsettled and now the 
government brings it to an issue."

Racine will not have a new opera 


ijouse, at least under the proposition 
proposed by George Johnston, the St, 
Louis, Mo., promoter. This the commit- 
tee of the Bacine Business Men's asso- 
ciation has definitely decided and will 
make an interesting report at the ad- 
journed meeting to be held tonight. For 
:wo years the better class of people, and 
others, who appreciate first class drama 
or opera, have clamored for better at- 
cractions, the claim being made that tho 
Belle City opera house management did 
not cater to high amusements and that 
the average show was second rate. In 
answer to this the opera house people 
said that high grade attractions did not 
pay; that every time one was brought 
and prices went above a dollar, money 
was lost, but that the minor companies 
drew large houses at popular prices and: 
money was made. 


George Johnston came from St. Louit.. 


He said to the business men of Racine: 
"I will build you a $75,000 opera house 
provided you sell the seating capacity o£ 
the house for the opening night, boxea 
at $100 each-and tickets at $10 each, the 
total amount being $13,000, this money 
to be handed over when the roof is on 
the building. The proposition was con- 
sidered good. Plans were made, commit- 
tees appointed and' forty men have been 
out this week soliciting the sale- of tick- 
ets. They met with the coolest kind of 
a reception, in fact were turned dxnvu 
with a cold and sickening thud. Five 
enterprising citizens signed for boxes at 
$100 each and perhaps eighty for tickets 
at S10 each, the total not footing »p to 
$1,000. Men of wealth, whom it waa 
supposed would at least take a box or 
at the most, $600, simply subscribed for 
two tickets. Last night the committees 
gave up in disgust and'will this evening 
report the project no go. Unless some 
other scheme is devised, the new opera 
house can be called dead. 


In the nu*ntime the Chicago parties 


who bargained for the purchase of th« 
Belle City opera house, paying $500) 
down, to pay $15,000 June 15 and tlw 
balance in twenty days, arc planning to> 
rebuild the interior of the house, extend- 
ing the stage and increasing the seating 
capacity. 


Plans have been made and bids re- 


•ceived for the new Bijou theater and 
were opened at Oshkosh yesterday. Thia 
house will cost in the neighborhood of 
$25,000.

quiet and 


peaceful pond and meadow landscape. 


Sufficient acquatics are to be introduc- 


ed on the edges o' the lagoon to soften 
its sharp outlines and make the water 
scene more picturesque. 


In looking forward -towards park ex- 


tension, it is here well to recommend 
that Twelfth street be made a boulevard 
directly to the lake and that part cross- 
ing River park lowered to the present 
elevation of park lands, so as to make 
this pleasure driveway a part of the- 
park, and. inoffensive in the park scen- 
ery. 


The low plats along the river bottom 


to the North-Western railroad should be 
added to the purk lands and a driceway 
constructed along part of the river and 
connected with Twelfth street before the 
turn of the river. 


In preserving these lands for park pur- 


poses, a grand view from tho bluffs of 
River park will -forever have been as- 
sured, and these bluffs form a pleasing 
setting in the landscape from 
many 


points towards the city, and to the visi- 
tor entering the eity from the south on 
the North/Western railroad, they give an 
impression of the intellect and refinement 
of tho citizens of Racine. 


In conclusion, it is well-to bear in miod 


the value of parka on beautiful Lake 
Michigan and before more park lands are 
added, a study of the general layout tit 
the entire city will become a naoessity, 
BO as to provide park, and 
parkways 


where most needed, and where they will 
help to beautify the city.

Such acqna- 
tic plants as wnterliliei, rushes, cat tails, 
snppitarias, willow biroh, reeds, -grasses 
and marshmallows should be encouraged 
along the water edge with overhanging 
boughs of hawtliornes, water bench, 
birch, alder, etc.. to make tlie river scen- 
ery complete and ideal. This, of course, 
will necessitnto the control of both sides 
of the waterway, or its purpose, 'so far as 
beauty und pictnresqncness aro conccrn- 
td, will be destroyed. 


Enough land should be purchased on 


the opposite river bank to permit tho 
planting of a proper border or frinpe. 
Thr island boundaries will require a lib 
eral planting of trees and shrubs with 
characteristics suitable for a river scene 
on the one fide and the meadow towards 
the island on the other. This plantation 
is to give more seclusion to the island 
meadows, by helping to close out such ob 
jcctionable'features as may be found on 
adjacent river bluffs already encroachec 
upon by city dwellings of a displeasing 
character.

HENRIK IBSEN IS DEAD 


Famous Norwegian Poet and 


Dramatist Passes Away 


Aged 78. 


CHRISTIANIA, Norway, May . 23.— 


Henrik Ibsen, the Norwegian poet and 
dramatist, died at 2:30 o'clock this af- 
ternoon. . He was born in 1823. 


The death of Ibsen was unexpected, al- 


though for a year he had been very 
weak and his death was only a question 
of time. He was1 unconscious toward the 
end and passed away peacefully. During 
liis illness, the only persons admitted to 
his room were his wife, son and the doc- 
tor. Tho nows of Ibsen's death made a 
great impression, here where he was 
much beloved. 


Henrik Ibsen, the great Norwegian dra- 


matist, who died today, was born in 
Skien, Norway, March 20th, 1828, arid 
spent several of his younger years as a 
druggist's apprentice, later coming to 
Bergen where he as a stage instructor 
acquired a profound knowledge of the 
intricacies of dramatic technique,1 a 
knowledge that afterwards became of th|e 
greatest value to him, aud proved one 
of the strongest factora in building xtp" 
lus dramatic career. 
Among the nibs't 


widely, known of his works are the fol- 
lowing: 
"Little 
Eyolf", "Ghosts'', 


"Brand", "Peer Gynt", "John 
Gabriel 


Borkman", and "When We Dead Awak- 
en", besides a very large number of other 
dramas, all of them k7iown throughout 
the world. 


In this country Ibsen's dramas have 


been staged with huge success at 
the 


most prominent metropolitan theaters, 
his greatest exponent being the two ac- 
terssos, Mrs. Minnie Maddorn Fiske and 
Miss Mary Shaw, who presented "Ghosts" 
rat the Belle City Opera house in April 
inOS. Ibsen himself has declared the two 
.American actresses the best impersona- 
tors of his magnificent woman .characters. 


For more than twenty years Ibtsen had 


been a" sesident of Rome and Dresden, 
and only a few, years ago returned per- 
manently to Christiania' where.he today 
expired. 


He is generally considered the greatest 


dramatist since Shakespeare—and now 
there is no one to,take up the golden 
Bccptre after him. His place is c'lhpty 
and will remain empty. But his uiuno will 
be perpetuated in his works wliich long 
ago attained the character .of classical, 
and which will live as long as appreeia- 
tion of true literature exist*.

ELABORATE ON

Landscape 'Arfeist Jens Jensen 
' Makes Additional Eecom- 


nvffldationa to Board; 


MASSES OF FLOWERS 


HIGHLY DESIEABLE 


'Eecommends OTiat Twelfth Street be 


Transformed Into a Boulevard 


—Wants lake Front 


Park. 


It .will be rememberer! thai Landscape 


Architect Jens Jensen, superintendent of 
the Chicago west park system, early in 
the spring submitted plans for the pub- 
lic parka of Racine t-> the mayor. 


The park commission .today received 


supplementary 
[ recommendations 
from 


Mr. Jensen, who plans to establish a boat 
harbor on the island park, and to deepen 
the waterway so as to make sailing pos- 
sible. But 
few and slight 
alterations 


will, according to the recommendations, 
be made in the topography of the area, 
but a mass of flowers is recommended as 
highly desirable and picturesque along 
the river edge; in order to insure the 
perfect beauty of tins landscape, Mr. 
Jensen deems it highly advisable.that 
the city should purchase a strip of JJupd 
opposite the park grounds proper, &l ihfe 
floral decorations 
otherwise will have 


but a minor effect. 
. .. : 


' The 
Chicago 
landscape! 
architect 


strongly recommends that Twelfth street 
be converted into a boulevard, and also 
that all ground available for park pur- 
poses on the banks, of the lake, be util- 
ized. 
•

Mr. Jensen's recommendations will be 


found, in full, below, and will undoubt- 
edly prove highly interesting: 


Generally speaking, Island and River 


park must be considered a grand pleas- 
ure driveway with a liberal allowance of 
breadth and a picturesque, topography of- 
fering great possibilities' for park-like 
treatment in design. 


Wherever the park areas facilitate the 


introduction of such public utilities as 
athletic fields, outdoor gymnasiums and 
children's play "grounds, they should be 
introduced, as such innovations will add 
interest to the park scheme and should 
remain, until sueh. time as public de- 
mands will require thorn located direct- 
ly in those quarters of the city where 
the populace ore in the greatest need of 
them, or, so to ' speak, when the play 
grounds may be moved tp the front door 
of their benefactors. 


A lagoon or river eddy is to be carv- 


ed out of the swampy lands of Riverside 
park to be used as a boat harbor and to 
add picturesqueness to this part of the 
park landfi. 


Speaking of Tslnnd park, but 
little 


change from the present topography— 
save grading the ground to a smooth sur- 
face—is recommended. A deepening'of 
the waterway—say from four to five 
feet—surrounding the island is desirable, 
so aa to facilitate boating and canoeing. 
The river current can be depended upon 
to keep the water in n fresh condition, 
and is not swift enough to keep Tindesir- 
able water plants in check. Such acqtm- 
tic plante as waterlilies, rushes, cat tails, 
sapgitarias, willow birch, reeds, -grasses 
and marshmallows should be encouraged 
along the water edge with overhanging 
boughs of- hawthornes, water 
bench, 


birch, alder, etc., to make the river scen- 
ery complete and ideal. This, of course, 
will necessitate the control of both sides 
of the waterway, or its purpose, so far aa 
beauty and picturesqueness are concern- 
ed, will be destroyed^ 


Enough land should he purchased on 


the opposite river bank to permit the 
planting of a proper border or frinpc. 
The island boundaries will require a lib- 
eral planting of trees and shrubs with 
characteristics suitable for a river scene 
on the one side and the meadow towards 
the island on the other. This plantation 
is to give more seclusion to the island 
meadows by helping to close out B\ich ob- 
jectionable features as may be found on 
adjacent river bluffs already encroached 
upon by city dwellings of a displeasing 
character. 


The once wooded bluffs on Riverside 


park should be restored to their former 
conditions in a modified way. This ap- 
plies also to the lands fronting the Dan- 
ish college. This treatment will make 
these bluffs pleasing nnH harmonious with 
the adjacent meadow and river, by effect- 
ing a gradual blending of the Island mea- 
dows with the bluff scenery. . 


Nowhere is the planting of trees to 


become so dense as|to shut off.the view 
now possible from these bluffs. Yet it 
is necessary'to include enough trees in 
the plantation so these bluffs may form n 
pleasing setting from pointj toward the 
city. This vegetation, screening 
the 


houses on the high elevation nbove the 
bluff's edge, is to consist of .such species 
and varieties as will .. transform 
the 


bluffs into flowering fjai'Innds in spring 
and sot tbcsn fifire with tho. gorgeous col- 
or of changing foliage in fall. 


The foot of tho bluff, or meadow bor- 


der, should be fringed with sueh shrubs 
as njitive roses and spiraeae, and such 
vegetation as is capable of giving the 
meadow its pastoral and musical air. 


Where .the bluffs assume a, more pre- 


tentious character and extend directly to 
the river edge, such additions should be 
made to the present vegetation as will 
pivo » moro daring and 
mountainous 


character to these parts, and put more 
Hfe and zest into the winter landscape. 


A planting of red cellars, canoe birch 


and white pine at the top of the bluff is 
to be recommended. The bluffs at the 
turn of the river especially need a. treat- 
ment tending to make' this setting in the 


river landscape more bold and presump- 
tuous, thus giving .the stream a« it flows 
past steep bluffs and where it abruptly 
turns, _a more wild and daring aspect. No 
other tree except the commanding and 
slately white pine can give the bluff Its 
real character in the landscape. 


Turning away from the river, follow. 


ing the edge of the cemetery, we again 
meet -with conditions similar, to thosa 
which present themselves to us on leav- 
ing Island park. The'planting here must 
be large enough to close out the ceme- 
tery features, yet possessing restful ten- 
dencies that will weave themselves most 
beautifully- into the more quiet and 
peaceful pond and meadow landscape. 


Sufficient acquatics are to be introduc- 


ed on the edges oJ the lagoon to soften 
its sharp outlines and make the water 
scene more picturesque. 


In looking forward towards park ex. 


tension, it is here well to recommend 
that Twelfth street be made a boulevard 
directly to the Jake and that part cross- 
ing River park lowered to the present 
elevation of park lands, so as to make 
this pleasure driveway a part 
of the 


park, and inoffensive in' the park scen- 
ery. 
•• 
• 


The low plats along the river bottom 


to the North-western railroad should be 
added to the park lands and a driveway 
coHdtructed along part of the river and 
connected with Twelfth street before the 
turn of the river. 


In preserving these lands for park pur- 


poses, a grand view from the bluffs of 
River park will forever have been as- 
sured, and these bluffs form a pleasing 
setting in the landscape 
from many 


points towards the city, and to the visi- 
tor entering the city from the south on 
th£ North-Western railroad, they give an 
impression of the intellect and refinement 
of the citizens of Hacine, 


In conclusion, it is well-to bear in mind 


the value of parks on beautiful Lake 
Michigan and before more park lands are 
added, a study of the general layout of 
the entire city will become a necessity, 
So as to provide park, and parkways 
where most needed, and where they will 
help to beautify the city.

AN INJUNCTION 


Judge Johns Eefuses to Re- 


strain Union of Presby- 


terian Churches. 


SAYS THE CASE ,HAS 


NO PARALLEL 


Courts in Equity Cannot Pass on Doc- 


trinal Matters The Assembly 


Alone Can Make a 


Decision. 


DES MOINES, la., May 23.—The cause 


of unionism between, the Cumberland 
Presbyterian church and the Presbyter- 
ian general church in the United States, 
the latter being in session here now, re- 
ceived a decided impetus at today's ses- 
sion, when telegrams of good will 'and 
brotherly greetings were exchanged, the 
Cumberlands being in session at Decatur, 
III. 


The assembly adopted the report of the 


board of foreign missions, emobdying a 
number of important recommendation*. 
The resolution memorializing congress 
against appropriations Of public money 
for sectarian purposes, was defeated. 


DECATTJR, m. May 23.—The applica- 


tion for an injunction to restrain the 
•uuiion of the Presbyterian churehea was 
decided today by Judge Johns. He re- 
fusedt to issue the 
Jnjunctioni Judge 


Johns said that the case ha* no parallel 
in the jurisprudence of the United States. 
He treated the church as a voluntary or- 
ganization; the acts of-whose hightst .tri- 
bunal: are binding: on all members and 
will not be interferred with by the courts 
if the acts are fair, and honest. He held 
that courts ;»f, equity will not pass on 
doctrinal matters, the decision of eccles- 
iastical judicatories being binding on civ- 
il courts as to matters of faith. The 
decision sets forth the various acts of the 
Cumberland general assembly and says: 


"These actions of the assembly must 


be held to be a determination 
of its 


right and power." 


As to doctrine the court held that 


"whether, the doctrines of the Cumber- 
land Presbyterian church are widely var- 
iant, from those of the Presbyterian 
church is a,n ecclesiastical question solely, 
upon which, having been decided by an 
ecclesiastical judicatory, the civil court 
is powerless'to inquire." 


The decision adds: "No court has ever 


enjoined an ecclesiastical body from con- 
sidering what action it should take. This 
application is without precedent." 


The judge's opinion was read in the as- 


sembly. Dr. Steele introduced a resolu 
tion that in entering the union the Cum- 
berland Presbyterians do not surrender 
any integral part of their doctriine. He 
read a statement made by the original 
Cumberland Presbytery which said that 
the exception of fatality would not af- 
fect the Presbyterian system of doctrine. 
The resolution was adopted by a rote of 
1<2 to 106.

Dr. W. H. Black, president of tn«-Mis- 


souri Valley college, the chairman, read 
the report of the-committee on fraterni- 
ty and union) which was adopted by a 
vote' of 163 to 91. The anti-unionists filed 
a protest.

ALBANY, N. Y., May 22.—Gov. Hig- 


gina:hn-s vetoed the bill passed by the 
legislature- to regulate the amount of 
water to be taken from the Niagara river 
for power purposes. 


It is said tha Gov. Higgins vetoed the 


bill upon finding ambiguous phrases that 
in reality extended the rights of corpor- 
ations. Instead of limiting tho use of 
water, from the,Niagara river nnd pro- 
tecting the falls from the encroachments 
of the power companies, the bill actually 
doubled'the quantity of water which the 
companies may take. In a memorandum 
on tho subject, the- governor says: 


'Thia bill provides that the rights of 


existing corporations shall be limited and 
restricted to take from the river a quan- 
tity of water equal to the quantity 
which said corporations can by virtue of 
their present rights draw under- their 
present charters. 
" 


"This provision either is meaningless, 


as being only declaratory of present law, 
or. else it doubles the quantity of water 
which- such corporations may lawfully 


«B(T." 


The bill, when, introduced in the legis- 


lature WOE said to follow the recommen- 
dation made by the governor in his-an- 
nual m«asago that a limit bo placed up- 
on the amount of water which may be 
taken from Niagara river by existing ac- 
tive power companies.

In the.' demise of Mr. Lee the comniuu-' 


ity loses an old landmark and one who 
will be greatly Jiiiesed in the western 
part of the county. He was a man of 
broad and liberal ideas, but he never 
sought nor held office, nor did he join so- 
cieties. The poor and needy found in 
him a friend and he gave his support to 
every enterprise calculated to prove of 
benefit to th« town whera ho lived.

VETOES NIAGARA BILL 


Governor Hi grains Says Corporations Would 


Profit If Measure Pnsnen. 


ALBANY, N. Y.,.May 22.—Gov. Hig- 


gins-has vetoed the bill passed by the 
.egislature to regulate the amount of 
water to be taken .from the Niagara river 
for power purposes. 


It is said tha Gov. Higgins vetoed the 


bill upon finding ambiguous phrases that 
in reality extended the rights of corpor- 
ations. Instead of limiting the use of 
water, from the,Niagara-river and pro- 
tecting the falls from the encroachments 
of the -power companies, the bill actually 
doubledjthe quantity of water which the 
companies may take. In a memorandum 
on the subject, the governor says: 


'This bill provides that the rights of 


existing corporations shall be limited a.nd 
restricted to take from the river a quan- 
tity of water equal to the quantity 
which said corporations can by virtue of 
their present rights draw under' their 
present charters.

:'This provision either is meaningless, 


as being only declaratory of present law, 
or. else it doubles the quantity of water 
which such corporations may 'lawfully 
user."

The bill, when Introduced in tbo legis- 


lature was said to follow the recommen- 
dation made by the governor in his -an- 
nual m«6sago that a limit be placed up- 
on tne amount of water which may be 
taken from Niagara river by existing ac- 
tive power companies.

Despite this 
fact, however, tho customs revenue de- 
rived from the laYgely increased dutiable 
Imports of 1005 is less than $1,000,000 in

This de- 
crease in customs revenue is in part due

duetir.g public works, they might bo in 
favor of condemning by right of eminent 
domain existing rights and of taking pos- 
session. 
Others say .the municipalities 


.-hould turn over a new leaf in requiring 
'ho strictest adhesion to the franchises 
nnd. chnrtcr?, nnd nt termination of pres- 
ent franchises exercise th-> rights stnted 
iu the franchise. The point, however, is 
being insisted upon thnt in nil future 
franchises the .terras should be much 
shorter ones. 


It is well to admit that the feeling is

Tn methods of operation 
in our cities, citizens hnvc been hnrrasscd 
by operative methods to say nothing of 
property injured. In some states exces- 
sive rights have been granted through 
complaisant legislatures as in our own 
state to all puW:a service corporations 
and these should be repealed. .

Chicago Tribune:., Several good points

attention. The sermon should have tha 
same qualities,' being short, incisive, 
cntching the car of the listener and hold- 
ing his attention. Such a statement from 
a scholarly preacher is fignificnnt, be- 
cause' it sets forth n, different standard 
for the .«ennan than, the conventional 
one. The church h«B no businers to fol- 
low old fashioned • notions about 
the 


length and style of sermons when other 
methods of influencing 
public opinion 


have been developed along lines which 
experience ho* shown to be effective. 


There wns a.- tinie -when the minister 


was much more 
influential 
relatively 


than he is today. This does not imply 
any diminution in the regard paid to the 
cloth or less interest in the theme which 
should be nt the foundation of every ser- 
mon. It simply recognizes thnt modern 
society,- with fast mail?, telegraph, tele- 
phone, nnd improved mechanical devices 
has developed the newspaper into a daily 
encyclopedia of information, illustration, 
and inspiration which materially lessens 
the labors of the minister nnd nt the 
same time-provus-one of his greatest 
aids in the general improvement of moral 
and social conditions toward which he 
ever strides.-- The individual 
minister 


makes his voice heard only by a limited 
number. Th« newspaper, with its asso- 
ciation with agencies for the transmis- 
sion of important items to all other jour- 
nals of its clns*. makes its influence felt 
round the world. 


It is easy to mnkc a sweeping condem- 


nation of the newspaper if one takes its 
record* of sin nnd .crime for a standard 
and talks of the effect of this publicity 
of human, wickedness. 
It is easier to 


prove that th« presk,-hud been n most 
powerful factor in bringing about the 
great reforms which have marked epochs 
of civilization. 
In the. larger view the 


press has been-the "faithful nlly of tha 
pulpit iu breaking down caste, in favor- 
ing humanitarian reforms, and in ndvo- 
cnting the rights of all."

should do the same thing in his struggle 
against the force* of evil.

Cotton Mather nr,d his colleagues, the 
prophet, the priest, the lawgiver, the 
king, tile arbiter of tho affnirs 
of nil.

Toward 
the highest success in his chosen field he 
could do nothing better thnn study the 
methods which have changed .the first 
feoble. newspapers of America into the 
great factors for shaping public opinion, 
advancing reforms, and' accomplishing re- 
sults which'MO found todaj.

Otm EXPANDING TRADE. 


The United States is advancing by 


leaps and bounds in its foreign commerce 
to say nothing of the marvelous gains'in 
the totals of its domestic trade, com- 
merce and manufactures. The balance of 
trade as shown by the yearly totals of 
our foreign trade discloses we have to 
our credit $400,nfi5,363; that is, this is 
the amount Americans have drawn on to j 
offset their expenditures abroad and cost 
of carrying goods in foreign bottoms. The 
protection afforded now for years to our 
manufacturing interests has resulted in 
creating gigantic interests which seeking 
tb5 old. world markets are in every way 
capable of sustaining themselves. At the 
same time by that shrewd foresight of i 
the fathers of the republic our domestic I 
commerce, that is commerce between our j 
own ports, can not be interfered with by j 
foreign ships. This has created a mag-! 
nifieent domestic commerce that rivals 
tho world in extent and is year by year 
increasing. This is protection upon the 
best scientific lines and without bonuses 
of any sort, we have fostered a commerce 
thrxt no country may possibly interfere 
with. 


The foreign commerce of this country 


aggregates fnr the fiscal year ending on 
June 30th the great unrivaled sum of 
$2,6*35,070,333 comparing with the figures 
for the previous fiscal year oC $2,451,014,- 
FA2. 
The net balance of trade in our 


favor being $<tOO,<V5r>,363. The bureau of 
commerce and labor makes a carr-fi.il an- 
alysis of the figures of this foreign trade 
for the official year ending as stated on 
June 30th and shows tlmt both "imports 
and exports made new high records, im- 
portrf having exceeded by .$02,000,000 the 
total recorded in 1903, and exports hav- 
ing for the first time surpassed tho fig- 
ures of 1001. Tn 1003 imports first passed 
the $1,000,000,000 limit, with a total of 
$1,025,7:0,237: in 1004'they again fell 
below $1,000,000,000 in 
value, being 


$901,087.371, and for the year just ended 
are $1.117,507.!500. 
Exports first rose 


above $1.000.000,000 in value during the 
fiscal year 1802, but fell below that limit 
in the following year, and so remained 
•until 1S07. when the total was $1,050,- 
093,55(1. Tn 1SOS the total exports were 
$1,231,482.330; in 1000, $1,304,483.082; in 
1001, $1.487,704,001, a total which was 
not again equalled until 1005, when the 
figures stood at $1,518.402,833, not only 
surpassing the record made in 1001, but 
ior tho first time in history of our com- 
merce passing the $1,500,000,000 limit. 


An unusual feature of the statistics 


of the fiscal year 1005 is the very small 
increase in customs revenue, despite the 
Very great increase in dutiable imports. 
The year's imports were valued at $1,- 
117,50^.500, ns against $091,087,371 in the 
preceding'year, an increase of $120,420,- 
129. Tho imports of dutiable merchan- 
dise .during 1005 were valued at .$SOO,- 
071,238, ns against $536,957,131 in 1004, 
an increase of $63,114,107. 
Despite this 


foot, however, the customs revenue de- 
rived from the largely increased dutiable 
imports of 1005 is less than $1,000,000 in 
excess ,of that derived from the imports 
of 1004, being $202,060,518 for 1905, as 
ngainsfc $201,274,505 for 1904. This de- 
crease in customs revemie is in part due 
to the admisslon-of Cuban products, es- 
pecially sugar, and tobacco, at a reduc- 
tion of 20 per cent from the regular 
tariff rates, under the reciprocity treaty 
of December 27, 1003, nnd in part to the 
unusually large amount of dutiable mer- 
chandise remaining in the warehouse at 
the end of the year upon which duty 
fcas not been paid, ns well as to several 
other causes which cannot be fully stated 
•until complete details of the year's im- 
ports arc available."

A COMING QrJISST.rON. 


The coming question for decisions on 


the part of Republicans as relating to 
public service matters-may bother the po- 
liticians, but it will not greatly bother 
the masses. The point is now' being 
raised as to why it was necessary to 
flatly proclaim for municipal ownership 
and management instead of the municip- 
ality 'reforming its loose methods in 
vogue of granting franchises and giving 
charters which are quite evaded both in 
spirit and essence by the public service' 
corporations. Can not these corporations 
lie better managed, that in, better con- 
trolled by the cities, and is it actually 
necessary that our cities and towns 
should take upon thciiisclvcs the addi- 
tional duly of running these affairs? 


Many people openly declare if it were 


not for the feared fact that 
partisan 


politics would ma,ke a sad mess of con- 
ducting public works, they might be in 
favor of condemning by right of eminent 
domain existing rights and of taking pos- 
session. 
Others say .the municipalities 


should turn over a new leaf in requiring 
the strictest adhesion to the franchises 
and, charters, and at termination of pres- 
ent franchises exercise the rights stated 
in the franchise. The point, however, is 
being insisted upon that in all future 
franchises the .terms should be much 
shorter ones. 


It is well to admit that the feeling is 


increasing which favors the taking up 
the franchises as they expire and insert- 
ing tho municipality as the working and 
operating agent instead of the former 
owners of the franchise. This.is to say, 
instead of renewing franchises with new 
agreements, for the municipality to take 
over the properties upon Such terms as 
can bo arranged for or may have been 
made jreviously and incorporated in the 
franchise'or charter. 


There is no occasion for any bullhead- 


edness or frantic spoutings. The con- 
duct of these public corporations has of 
lute years been more agtessive and more 
in disregard of the rights of the public 
and especially of citizens who through 
the letter of the law have seen their 
property sacrificed and immured and the 
damages allowed insignificant if any. Tor 
this the Jaw itself is much to blame and 
it can not be amended any too soon and 
in a manner that will compel corpora- 
tions exorcising the right of eminent do- 
main or»by franchise to repair by com- 
pensation every dollar's worth of pro- 
perty injured. Tn methods of operation 
in oiir cities, citizens hnve been harrassed 
by operative methods to say nothing of 
property injured. Tn some states exces- 
sive rights have been granted through 
complaisant legislatures as in our own 
state to.all publ-B service corporations 
and these should be repealed^ . . 


So that is no surprise that people arc 


beginning to seriously consider this sub- 
ject and if the corporations want to in- 
sert a check, they can hot too promptly 
commence a great reform within their 
own lines. 


A NATIONA.r, SCANDAT,. 


The present system of crop reports 


could readily be changed in such manner 
that they could not.-b&'utilized so readily 
liy tho great boards of trade ns elements 
in trading in future. The.scandals cre- 
ated in publication of figxires bearing up- 
on the cotton trade,;do not tend to lea- 


trade, and the late charges made that 
the trust agents in various parts of the 
country have sent misleading figures to 
the department which in turn caused mis- 
leading figures, to be collected therefrom 
and through which, the trust knowing 
the real situation, has been enabled to 
get the best of the independent dealers, 
renews the feeling the present 'system of 
issuing monthly reports is all*wrong. 
' The gathering of actual crop statistics 
is another matter. that js the completed 
crop; 'and 'these should be obtained in 
such manner that no interested parties 
could 'bear or .bull, the markets. 
The 


weekly and monthly reports of the,.grow- 
ing crops help nobody but the members. 
of the boards of trade and stock gam- 
blers: the producer is in no wise helped 
at least to anywhere near the extent 
that has been claimed. It is possible of 
course there are producers who may con- 
tend the government figures help them, 
but the publication of the actual crops 
gathered from .the original sources, 'easy! 
for the department; to manage, is 'quite. 
another matter, and these of course 
would bo just as muich guide for the'pro- 
ducer.as.for the speculator. 


This is not saying there is not to be 


.made public valuable matter bearing up- 
on growing crops; but the guesses pub- 
lished at short intervals from the late 
scandals, it would appear, the innocent 
have been made to suffer; speculators 
not in the secret have heavily lost and 
tho producer misled;, leading him to make 
agreement to sell at untrue figures. On 
dishonest man . in several hundred for 
bribe money, acts as a tool for certain 
men, and it would seem no amount of 
secrecy by the chisfs can guard against 
this rascality. The country can well do 
without these crop guessers. 


The panics announced on some of our 


boards of trade, more notable ini.iNewJ 
York and Chicago, on publication of some- 
of these crop reports, that is department- 
guesses as to the condition and expected. 
amount of yield, should be sufficient no?: 
ticc to national legislators to forbid the* 
praeitiee. • These, panics in some-instari,-. 
ces, in others, great excitements, occur 
altogether too frequently on our .ex.-.. 
changes, and in them, many innocent peo-, 
pie' are severely injured. They amount. 
to .national scandals and a reformation 
can and should be made. 


OUR EX-PRI5SIDBNTS. 


Of late the question has arisen as to 


what the country shall do with its ex- 
presidents. One suggestion and another 
bis ben made, none of them really ap- 
plicable to the purpose sought, that is 
to make them useful nnd to repay in 
some measure the people for the high 
honor conferred upon them. It has never 
occurred to some people that the best 
thing the country can do for their ex- 
presidents is to kindly leave them alone, 
and of without proper means the dignity 
of the nation forbids leaving them to 
exist in dignified suffering, and semi-pov- 
erty. It seems clear enough that for any 
man who has survived the life of strenu- 
ousness of our American politics, has 
reached the presidential chair, has passed 
successfully through the exhausting four 
or eight years as the case may be. is en- 
titled to something better than asking 
him to then kindly if he will, take a seat 
in congress, and proceed to further earn 
the approbation of his countrymen.

ex-presidents is worth something to the 
country and that the country ought tp 


heavy burden laid by men who in some 
way have succeeded in influencing the 
minds' of our national legislators. ' It cer- 
tainly will be no such item that the 
party press generally will have any heart 
in defending.

So that free trade is not needed, 
but fair competition might be encouraged 
in that when our trusts get too arrogant 
and restrict fair competition by methods 
that make it hard for the independent 
men to do business, and in some lines 
about impossible, relief may be obtained 
from the outside. There are legitimate 
ways of curbing oppression and of pro- 
tecting those not in trusts and combines 
by tariff construction and" other legisla- 
tion, and plenty of congressmen and sen- 
ators know it well, enough.

PAPER. 


Chicago Tribune: Several good points 


were made by. Bishop Fallows in an ad- 
dress before the general council of the 
Reformed Episcopal church in a meeting 
at Philadelphia upon the attitude of the 
modern pulpit to the press. The argu- 
ment was that the minister should use 
the newspaper as one of the most effec- 
tive agents for assisting him in his chos- 
en work. In the first place its style 
should be followed by the preacher. The 
ideal newspaper article, the bishop said, 
is" sharp, short, and to the point. It is 
designed to catch the eye and hold tlte 
attention. The sermon should have the 
same qualities, being short, incisive, 
catching the ear of the Jistener and hop- 
ing his attention. Such a statement from 
a scholarly preacher is significant, be- 
cause' it sets forth a different standard 
for the sermun than, the 
conventional 


one. The church has no business to fol- 
low old fashioned • notions about 
the 


length and style of sermons when other 
methods of influencing public opinion 
have been developed along lines which 
experience has shown to be effective- 


There was a - time -when the minister 


was much more 
influential relatively 


than he is today. This does not imply 
any diminution in the regard paid to the 
cloth or less interest in the theme which 
should be nt the foundation of every ser- 
mon. It simply recognizes that modern 
society, with fast mails, telegraph, tele- 
phone, nnd improved mechanical devices 
has developed the newspaper into a daily 
encyclopedia of information, illustration, 
and inspiration which materially lessens 
the labors of the minister and at the 
same time- provijs one of his greatest 
aids in the general improvement of moral 
and social conditions toward which he 
ever strives; • The individual 
minister 


makes his voice heard only by a limited 
number. The newspaper, with its asso- 
ciation with agencies for the transmis- 
sion of important item« to all other jour- 
nals of it* class, make* its influence felt 
round the world. 


It i» easy to make a sweeping condem- 


nation of the newspaper if one takes its 
record* of sin and .erime for a standard 
and talks, of the effect of this publicity 
of human wickedness. It is easier to 
prove that, the pre«*, hud been a most 
powerful -factor in bringing about the 
great reforms which have marked epochs 
of civilization. 
In the larger view the 


press has been- the "faithful ally of the 
pulpit iu breaking down caste, in favor- 
ing humanitarian reforms, and in advo- 
cating the rights of all." 
The wise busi- 


ness man uses ereryDevice which is in- 
vented to save labor and increase effec- 
tiveness;. 
The wide awake minister 


should do tha same thing in his struggle 
against the forces ol evil. The improve- 
ments of modern life have narrowed his 
field of service. He is no longer, like 
Cotton Mather arfd his colleagues, the 
prophet, the priest, the lawgiver, the 
king, tlie arbiter of the affairs of all. 
But, with the friendly assistance of the 
press, he can make his effort for human- 
ity far more, effective nnd so do more for 
the cause of his great master. Toward 
the highest success in his chosen fic-U he 
could do nothing bettev than study the 
methods which have changed .the first 
feeble newspapers of America into the 
great factors for shaping public opinion, 
advancing reforms, and' accomplishing re- 
sults which'are found today.

TO SIGNAL FOR CARRIERS 


New Departure on Rural Eoutes 
! 
: 
to Go Into Effect on 


1

July 1st. 


; Fourth Assistant Postmaster General 
P, V. DcGrnw in Washington has issued 
a e'lreulftr letter to all poHoffices in the 
United State*, hoving rural delivery. Tho 
letter is to the effect that on and after 
July 1st,'next, patrons of the rural de- 
livery service will be required to dis- 
play signals on their boxes when they 
lenvo mail to be collected by the carrier. 


After that date the rural carriers will 


not bo required to open or examine such 
boxen if the signal is not displayed. 


The carriers will bo required to lower 


the eignul box after collecting the mail 
contained therein, but if they leave mail 
for the patrons, they shall display the 
signal where no arrangements to 
tho 


contrary have been made with tho pa- 
trons. 


Carriers will also be instructed to in- 


form their patrons of this change so tha* 
they do not run the risk of missending 
thoir mail. 


The innovation, which will go into ef- 


fect July 1st, is a good one, and will save 
the carriers much and unnecessary work; 
for, 
aa it now is, they arc required to 


open nil the boxes on the'ir route, not 
knowing whetlicr there is c'lepositcd any 
mail or not.

In many instances tliero is a consider- 


able distance from the house of tho pa- 
tron to his mail box. and he generally 
walks down to look after mail every day, 
often being disappointed. With the new 
signal service, he will be enabled to sec 
from his window whether there is any 
mail tor him or not, and the long walk 
will not bo necessary.

PHILADELPHIA, May 23.—High offi- 


cials of the Pennsylvania Railroad are 
among the witnesses who will be examin- 
ed during the investigation tins week oi 
the interstate commerce commission into 
the alleged discrimination by the rail- 
roads in the distribution of coal cars. 
The hearings were resumed today. 


The revelations lost week .when a num- 


ber of Pennsylvania Knilroad officials ad- 
mitted accepting gifts o£ stock in var- 
ious soft coal mining companies, impell- 
ed the commission to subpoena more im- 
portant officers in an effort to determine 
the extent of the secret business rela- 
tions alleged to exist between the rail- 
road and certain coal companies. 


The witnesses to bo examined during 


the hearings this week include: Captain 
John P. Green, first vice president of th 
Pennsylvania Railroad; Wm. A. Patton, 
assistant to President Cassnt, at Phila 
delphia; Robert Pitcairn, assistant to 
President Cassatt 
at Pittsburgh Con- 


gressman George F. Huff, president of 
the Keystone Coal and Coke company; 
John Lloyd, president of the Columbia 
Coal Mining companyj'J. Howard Pat- 
ton, a coal man and a brother of Wil- 
liam A. Patton; Theodore Nely, chief of 
motive power; D. S. Newhall, purchasing 
agent of the Pennsylvania Railroad; J, 
K. Johnston, superintendent of the Ty- 
rone division; Victor Wirman, superin- 
tendent of the Amboy division; J.

A« a result of the investigation, min- 


ority stockholders of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad arc said to he considering plnns 
to brine about n more thorough probin, 
through the state legislature. Such an 
investigation would include, an inquiry 
into all the details surrounding the con 
tracts for steel rails, engines and other 
cnmpmcnt made in the last Five or six 
years. The present investigation is lim- 
ited by the Tillman-Gillospie resolution 
to the relations of the railroads to the 
coal and oil industries. 


The entire commission sat for today's 


hearings. The first witness called was W, 
A. Pntton, assistant to President Cassatl 
n.t Philadelphia. He was risked to tel 
what interest he had in coal companies 
Taking a list from his pocket he enum- 
erated the various companies in which he 
held stock. 
Concerning the 
Keystone 


Conl company, shares of which 2,500 were 
in his name, he snid he got the stock 
by purchase and through the merging 
with the Keystone company of smaller 
companies in which he waa interested 
Five hundred of the shares, he said, be 
lon.gcvl to his brother, J. Howard Pat 
ton. who in interested in eoal properties 
in western Pennsylvania. Mr. Pntton ox- 
plained that he held stock in five com- 
patsies which were consolidated with tho 
Keystone and through that transaction 
wcured his holdings in the Keystone com- 
pany. 


Mr. Pattern proved an unwilling wit- 


ness when he was questioned about his 
holdings in the Atlantic Crushed Coke 
Co. The examination resulted in a tilt 
between the witness and Attorney Glas- 
gow for the commission and caused impa- 
tient comment by Commissioner Cockrell. 
Mr. Patton accused the lawyer of form- 
ing opinions ns to his business dealings 
which Mr. Glasgow denied. 


"I am only asking you the questions 


Mr. Patton," he said, "I don't know any- 
thing about your business." 


The coneroversy occurred after repeat- 


ed efforts had been made by Mr. Glas- 
gow to draw from the witness a positive 
statement as to whether he had paid any 
actual cash for his four hundred shares 
in the company. Mr. Patton made an ex- 
planation to the effect that he became 
Interested in the land purchasing com- 
pany through ,T. Howard Patton who rep- 
resented the interests of Col. George E, 
Hi;.fr. When the land was purchased ho 
said, tho investors wore obliged to pay 
their pro rata share but as there had 
been no losses, it was not necessary to 
pay in cash.

"Were you required to pay anything 


toward the purchase of tlie land?" 


"J stood to lose and had it been neces- 


sary would have paid my share." 


Senator Coekrell he interrupted say- 


ing:"It seems to me to be an easy matter 
for you to say you went into a specula- 
tive'deal; that none of you paid any cash 
and that the corporation was responsible 
for the purchase price.

Mr. Patton said he was born in West- 


ern Pennsylvania and had been a lifelong 
friend of CoL Hoff. '"Friendship;-" he said,

the Ponnsylvania Railroad company 'had 
to encourage the developments of

WANT IMMIGRANTS DISTRIBUTED. 


When the senate today resumed con- 


sideration of thi) immigrant bill today, 
the committee amendment authorizing 
the creation of a bureau of information 
for the becnSt ol! immigrants-, was taken 
up. Senators Spooner, Lodge, Gallinger 
and others criticised the provision pro.-. 
vidi'ng for the collection and distribution 
of data concerning the resources of the 
various 'states and territory. 


Mr. 'Qallingei' moved to

all the amendment except that portion1 
permitting the various states to be rep- 
resented by agents at the immigrant sta- 
tions and Senator McCreary opposed the 
motion.

IN FAVOR OF DENATURED ALCOHOL 


The denatured alcohol bill was- order- 


ed reported favorably today by the seri- 
ate committee on finance. 


Many oi the amendments were purely 


-Verbal, but it is thought by Commission- 
er Yerkes, of the internal revenue bur- 
eau, who assisted in drafting them, that 
they will aid in the operation of the 
measure so far as governmental control 
of denaturing is concerned. 


The forfeiture provisions under section 


two are made more drastic, by declaring 
that in addition to the violations named 
by tho house bilil "any person who with- 
draws alcohol friie of tax under the pro- 
visions of this oat and regulations made 
in pursuance thereof any who removes 
or conceals the same or is concerned in 
the moving, deposit or concealing the 
same from being denatured under gov- 
ernmental supervision," is subject to the 
penalties providisd. In addition to the 
fine and imprjgpnment, not to exceed $5,- 
COO or five yearn,, or both,,provided for 
tho house bill, the senate committee has 
declared that any 'person who violates 
the provisions "shall in addition forfeil 
.to the United 'States all .personal prop- 
erty used in''connection withJiis business 
together with thio original buildings, lots 
or parcels of ground constituting the 
premises on which said unlawful acts 
were performed or permitted to be per- 


j formed."

j Fourth Assistant Postmaster General 
p. V;- DeGraw in Washington has issued 
a circular letter to all postoffices in the 
Unite'd States, having rural delivery. Tho' 
letter is to the effect that on and after 
July'1st,'next, patrons of the rural de- 
livery service will be required to dis- 
play signals on their boxes when they 
leave mail to be collected by the carrier. 


After that date the rural carriers will 


not be required to open or examine such 
boxes if the signal is not displayed. 


The carriers will be required to lower 


the signal box after collecting the mail 
contained therein, but if they leave mail 
for the patrons, they shall display the 
signal where no arrangements to 
the 


contrary have been made with the pa- 
trons. 


Carriers will also be instructed to in- 


form their patrons of this change so that 
they do not run the risk of missending 
their mall. 


Tlie innovation, which will go into ef- 


fect July 1st, is a good one, and will save 
the carriers much and unnecessary work; 
for, aa it now is, they arc required to 
open all the boxes on the'ir route, not 
knowing whether there is deposited any 
mail or not. 


: In many instances there is a consider- 
able distance from the house of the pa- 
tron to his mail box, and he generally 
walks down to look aftar mail every day, 
often being disappointed. With the now 
signal service, he will bo enabled to ace 
from his window whether there is any 
mail ifor him «jr not, aud the long walk 
will not be necessary.

They 
are now at work about three miles south 
of Mound cemetery and are digging on 
tbov Pierce farm where the sub-power 
station is to be erected. C. W. Merril- 
lies, traffic manager of the road, in ac- 
tive charge of the track building, says 
that in all probability tracks will be laid 
into Racine by July 1, and Milwaukee 
will'be reached by the first of the year.

The 
Sons of St. George, numerous also in Ra- 
cine, have an organized bureau of relief 
here .doing-, good work".. .All the''known 
orders such (is Masons, Odd Fellows, 
Knights of Pythins and others have their 
organized bureaus at work. 


CARING FOE THE NEEDY. 


The government is now concentrating 


the refugees camped in the plazes and 
city parks in Golden Gate park and the 
Presidio where comfortable tents- are 
provided for all, the?e being1 floored and 
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pots relieving tho congestion. Lines now 
also, run through the Mission . district, 
south of Market, and 
from north of 


Market there nre throe lines running to 
(lie Ferry. Lines are now running direct 
to the park and to the Cliff house on 
both sides of Golden Gate park and it 
is thought the California scenic line run^ 
ning around the cliffs facing the ocean 
will nt an early date bo reestablished. 
The pre-ent lines arc nil electric, tem- 
porary permit-; having been issued for 
Market street, which, yesterday were 
mado permanent and by ordinance over- 
head trolleys on other streets wore per- 
mitted and the Sutter street 'line and 
others will soon b« electric -nil through 
nnd the'old Cubic a thing of tho past. 
Where the hills are too steep grade for 
tho trolly, the cable will be used for that 
portion. 


RESTORING THE LIGHTS. 


1 Gas now lights the streets, but not the 


residences and store* except "those which 
have beon inspected nnd gas turned on. 
This work is progressing rapidly and by 
the end of the week at least throe tho- 
sand residcnewand stores will bo enjoy- 
ing gas. Fust as this in done gas stoves 
may be used and many householders nre 
delighted nt the prospects of terminating 
what is now felt a burden. 
But nil 


cooking very generally 'is yet done on 
the street as has been the case ever 
since that memorable morning and to say 
everybody is heartily tired of it, i* but to 
tell the truth. The pioknicking'air Jiaa 
disappeared end the mon'-cooks, for many

served out to all within the area, mcdic.il 
attendance, and the beat of care given 
to thciic unfortunates. There aro many 
others camped put on vacant lots and 
these .will be. persuaded to come within 
the government care, though all needed 
relief is being given them where they 
are. 
The Red Cross U doing a, noble 


work and is well organized with so far 
ample funds 
for necessary purposes. 


Later on the relief will be turned over 
to this organization. Tho relief fund to 
May 14th aggregated $5,S04,iilG, that is 
actually promised, with a further sum 
of $o09,,7.r>0 on verbal promises, a grand 
total of $0.2n4,40fi. 
It might be stated 


here thnt in model Camp No. 1st Golden 
Gate park nre 3,000 refugees under gov- 
ernment care and control, and these are 
perfectly satisfied and thankful. 


THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 


The bunks are slowly emerging into a 


more active CNhtencc, nnd a number have 
formally opened, but are doing business 
for the present under clearing house 
rules though all expect in a coiiple of 
weeks to again commence to pay deposit- 
ors in full. They have abundance of mon- 
ey and day by day the vaults are being 
opened and found intact. So by the first 
of .June it is thought tho governor -will 
issue no more proclamations of legnl hol- 
idays. The question of insurance is be- 
ginning to be a vexatious one and citi- 
zens are Becoming very restive over- the 
reticence, displayed.' It is.now positive 
no losses incurred by earthquake: shock 
alone \yill be paid, and some foreign com- 
panies dispcsc-d at first not to pay'even 
where fire followed, will, so-say;'a local 


quick-camp-breaks'-'up. 
Still they have 
!luthority, be obliged to pay because the 


clone thc.nselvcs proud and they. like., the' Aiucrican companies'will pny for all such. 
women.'^'arc nil the better for their open 
air life. 
'iVhen fires will he allowed in 


houses is yet an open question. It is a 
question.of chimneys safe for use. and 
the authorities refuse to permit use of 
such until inspection officially certifies 
that they arc safe. This work is in pro- 
gress though slow, and impatience is 
manifested'on all side.*, but the city of- 
ficials will take no chances. Where the 
water supply is normal, a wider latitude 
will be allowed, but the latest official 
word from the water company' is that 
but half the normal'supply is'iiow pass- 
ing through the mains. 
The electric 


service was utiliwa some little time ago, 
and it will be entirely available for resi- 
dcnocB. 


THE WATER SUPPLY. 


The earthquake shock nt one fell blow 


knocked out the entire water supply 
through the severance of the mains in 
exposed places outside of the city, nnd 
nil the fire fighters could depend upon 
was the stored water in the reservoirs, 
which was depleted very quickly. Then 
commenced the task of repairing and as 
•break after break was discovered and 
stopped tho reservoir* again commenced 
to fill up, and now as stated about half 
the usual supply is passing through the 
water pipes, and it is hoped soon the 
normal supply will be restored. -The. gas 
people have been more fortunate for Sat- 
urday night the street lamps were light- 
ed up for tho first time since the night 
of April 17th and from now on as rapid- 
.ly as houses can be tested for breaks 
and the breaks made good, gas will be 
turned on in 'stores and residences. Tho 
lighting of the streets alone has restored 
a decided measure of confidence, and no 
longer do pedestrians have to walk in 
darkness. Of course nil this restoration 
of tho old order of things i> slow as 
might be expected under the discourag- 
ing circumstances, but San Francisco is 
getting there and within another month 
housohoulders may be able to enjoy all 
the comforts of gas, water and fires as 
usual and street life will bo a thing of 
tho past. It has beon truly an experi- 
ence that none hopes to ever see again, 
but the awful catastrophe has not been 
without its valuable lessons. 
It has 


brought people nearer together than it 
has ever before, and in the hour of trial 
nnd of adversity, they -have learned to 
share their trouble.-) and help one an- 
other. 


PROGRESS OF RELIEF WORK. 


The work of relief is being brought in- 


to a system, that the weeding out of 
those taking odvantngo of the open 
handed system, is not neglecting the real 
needy ones. 
Community kitchens are 


now .being established where regular 
meals are furnished by the authorities 
to tho needy people, .nnd to all others, 
supplying them at a very moderate rate, 
fifteen cents per meal being the under- 
stood rote. This aystcm is an advance 
over tho first employed and as compared 
with the soup houses of panic times and 
commercial depression is a distinct ad- 
vance. 
There is not an overabundance 


of relief funds, and what is on hand and 
that coming will be judiciously cared 
for and handled. Many of the numerous 
.secret organization*'and fraternal order? 
havo organized bureaus of relief and 
through these large numbers arc being 
carod for. To give a list of these would 
be impossible, but they are numerous and 
not the least important of thest; is the 
order of the Elks who have a fine bur- 
aim in good working order ready to care 
for any unfortunate Elk who may appear. 


- 
- 
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The point as to where damage censed 
by the shock and commenced by the fire 
is a point agitating many. It is stated 
by some, though'by what authority is 
not given, that this part of the adjust- 
ment is now being taken up, nnd that 
after ascertaining just what damage the 
«hock caused, then the losses by fire will 
be computed and insurance paid upon 
that. Tho local companies are said to 
be more liberally, inclined and may .not 
draw the line so tight though as yet 
nothing definite has been announced. It 
will he a very difficult matter to adjust 
t"\ this proposition' for most of the evi- 
dence' now rests concealed in the fallen 


•alls and heaps of debris. The latest 


from the insurance people is that they 
have consented to come over to this side 
from Oakland, and it is now expected 
the work of adjustment and settlement 
of differences will be much more satis- 
factorily carried on. 


CLOSED SALOONS CONTINUE. 


Tlie saloons are yet closed down tight. 


Nothing but soft drinks arc sold' and 
veterans used to their drops, now take 
their bottle of pop or,seltzer as natur- 
ally as if used to it'nil their lives. Busy 
Flflmore • street and 
Divisadero have 


these, soft drink booths at intervals and 
they all 'nave a steady run of. custom, 
but Btrange to say, the treating habit is 
entirely dispensed with,, for nothing 
whatever is thought of the thirsty one 
who buy; his bottle of soda or pop and 
drinks it down. Milk shakes nre popu- 
lar and several venders possessing a 
shaking apparatus do a Inrgc business 
on street corners. 
Anxious inquirers 


seeking officialdom for information as to 
reopening of saloons are not consoled 
when Mayor Schmitz firmly sets his foot 
down and decidedly says, perhaps not 
for several months yet. 
Certainly not 


before all necessity for the military is 
done away with,'and the old order of 
things restorci;, c»u tho patrons of the 
saloons hope to induce the barkeeper to 
again set up the well known stimulants 
on their counters. 
As an incentive to 


saloonists to rcmc-mbcr not to violate 
tl'.c edict of non selling, the Mayor has 
'formally cancelled every saloon nnd club 
license in the city, so that in addition to 
the formal order to close, they can not 
now sell if they would legally. It is un- 
derstood no licenses will be issued for 
some time to come, nnd that when again 
issued, it seems pretty certain instead of 
the former low license fee of $7-2.00 per 
year one of $500.00 may be charged. This 
is now regarded by ninny citizens who 
before ut the very last election voted 
against increasing the license to this 
SOOO.OO figure, as none too low and they 
favor it. The .license hitherto had been 
so low that practically every retail groc- 
ery store had its bar. in the rear or im- 
mediately adjoing communicating by a 
door somewhere, and that this was not 
a good thing to permit, is now much 
more clearly seen since its complete dis- 
continuance. Family groceries and a bar 
don't mix well and this is now percnived 
b-r citizens who admittedly had not view- 
ed it before in this light, but, the women 
had all along. 


CITY. IMPROVEMENTS. 


The question of improving tho city 


and taking advantage of tho fire is being 
earnestly discussed. But the Burnham 
plans which' involved many millions aro 
practically s,hp)yed as out of the question 
in view of the tremendous expense fall- 
ing upon the city to make good its severe 
Josses both by the earthquake and the 
(iro.» But the widening of some, of the 
down town streets is talked of and prob- 
Thta particular order is mentioned for [ down town «ree« » LU.KBU « ««y •»- 
tke reason that the Racine Elks lodjjo 1 ably something may be done in that line. 


The work here proposed has ao increased 
from tlio first thought of such, and it 
may be that after all, but a few streets 
will bo so -'treated, .one of these most 
likely'being Montgomery .street; "this is 
to'be widened .twenty feet, but the cost 
is not to fall on the city but. upon the; • 
property owners, -It is also proposed to.- 
continue the present, wide Van Ness 
ftreet, where the fire was stopped that' 
FO seriously threatened the rest of'the 
city to one block across Market connect- 
ing with Mission street. Tho names of 
some streets may be changed where at 
certain points down town the name 
c-hangcs now, and Dupont street which 
tuns through.the old Chinatown now de- 
stroyed, widened and the name altered 
to Grant avenue, these streets now being 
continuous, but were narrowed changing 
Lo Dupont. It is further proposed to in- 
crease the width of all the old streets 
iimning down to the Bay such as Jack- 
son, Clay, Washington, Sacramento, alter- 
ing Pacific street to Pacific nvenuc to con- 
form to the upper part of the street.known 
as the avenue; widening also Powell, 
lower Sutler, Pine, Bush, Taylor, Third,, 
Folsom, and continuing Frcemont clear 
to the Bay. 
Widening grades are also 


talked on making the ascent of the steep- 
er hills more easy. 


All this is a large programme and indi- 


cations aro that beyond tho possible wid- 
ening of Montgomery street and running 
it through to tlic Bay, nothing may be 
done, though several names may be.al- 
tered so as to make one continuous thor- 
oughfare under one name. 


CHINESE ARE OBSTINATE. 


Chinatown agitates the minds of the 


citizens and several new locations have 
boon proposed for the new oriental city. 
But these Celostinls possessing'more or 
less property interests in their old quar- 
ters are not being convinced it will be a 


ood thing for them to change. They 


nre evincing a stubbomcs; characteristic 
of their race and unless force fc used, 
they will undoubtedly sooner or later, 
settle down in their old Imunts, but it is: 


certain tlie authorities will take advan-t 
tage of the fire and obliterate all tho; 


blind alleys and exceedingly narrow, lit-.' 
lie thoroughfares and compel them wheth-i 
er or not, to live more in tho open. If 
this is done, -of course, the great attrac- 
tions of Chinatown will be done away 
with, nnd all veiled mysteries blotted out, 
and whether or not ?an Francisou is real- 
ly in enrnost in effacing the qnnint city 
of the Celestials will be sen later on. 


AS TO INSURANCE. 


Ar insurance article in one of the 


locnl papers gives the insurance loss ;it 
$113,441,555 as compiled, from sources of 
information in New York, but just how 
this is computed is not stated or upon 
lust what basis. The.property losses to 
citizens nnd nonresident owners of pro- 
perty must be-very largely in excess of 
thi*.' It ear. hardly-go below $300,000,000; 
In addition to'the losses by the fire and 
to buildings by the shock where no fire 
followed, 'is another source of loss which 
defies estimation. It is in tlie destruction 
of valuable bric-a-brnc, of cliinawnre nnd 
crockery, of thousands of walls which 
will have to be replnst"rcd and ropapered, 
of thousands nf chimneys many of which 
will require rebuilding from the founda- 
tion, of the broken windows, and disjoint- 
ed porches and fronts of houses. Then 
too arc many buildings wholly wrecked 
by the fateful shock; of .the damages in- 
fficted in many different ways that- to 
one having never seen tho effects of a 
disastrous oarthqunke would be unbeliev- 
able. All this must be allowed for in any 
estimation, as to what this last great 
earthquake hns cost those who resided 
in the stricken district and that it has 
been great is. not to be disputed. In the 
item alone of repairing injured wells'in 
the' country will not he inconsiderable, 
as tho earthquake twist has wrenched 
tiff portions of the pumping apparatus be- 
low the surface and twisted tnnks off the 
perpendicular. It will hardly be believed 
That the shock in more than one house 
wrenched 
off doors, decapitated door 


knolis nnd bolts and played all sorts of 
tricks, but it did. It is now demonstrat- 
ed that in any sections liable to be vis- 
ited by earthquakes frame buildings, of 
course honestly constructed and upon 
sound foundations, and.steel frame build- 
ings are not only the safest, 
but by 


fur the least injured. Brick and stone 
buildings either went by the board-or 
else received great damage. 


REBUILDING THE CITY. 


That S.nn Francisco will be rebuilt 


speedily 
docs not admit of doubt, and 


that mistakes of building of the past, and 
of errors in construction and of faulty 
consti action, will bo corrected, seems 
quite po«itive, for the city authorities 
are promising a new building ordinance 
for permanent. buildings that not only 
will eclipse anything of the sort Chicago 
possesses, but tlint it will bo surely on- 
forced. Of course, it will be years before 
the city will wear its former appearance 
but the work will progress with rapidity 
and within five years' most of the busi- 
ness streets will be so renewed with new 
edifices, thnt a dcstinctly metropolitan 
appearance will bo perceivable, and the 
city will begin to wear at least a goodly 
portion of its old time looks, 


GOOD FOR RACINE. 


Tl"j work of the postoffice in getting 


reorganized has been heavy and thip 
morning for the first time back eastern 
papers nro being delivered. Journals and 
Sentinels are -received telling us out hero 
of the manner in which the news was re 
ccived. The accounts so far rend over 
hastily, are not exaggerated and the fire, 
tlm shock, nnd the progress of the flames 
are graphically told by the Associated 
press wires. 
All parts of- the country 


have nobly responded to the relief call 
and Racine is prominently in front, as 
the proclamation of'Mayor P. B/Nebon 
amptly testifies to. Good for the mayor, 
for he never fail* to be on hand when tho 
emergency demands!

ARE MENACE TO HEALTH 


National Health Board Dis- 


cnsses Dangers of Infection 


Through Sleeping Cars. 


WASHINGTON, May 22.—Dr. M. J. 


Rosenau of the government health ser- 
vice spoke before the national conference 
.of state nnd provincial boards of health 
today. 
- He declared that the dangers of con- 
tact with the sleeping car or coach and 
their furnishings were not quite ns great 
now ns they once were, although he said 
Hi'ich-danger did at all times exist. 
He 


.particularly inveighed ngninst the wasb 
basins in keeping cars as well as 
the 


drinking glasses. He thought that some 
system of running water 
should 
be 


adopted and that tlie traveling 
public 


should carry their own drinking uten- 
sils. 


He regarded as vital the question of 


the likelihood of spreading disease along 
the line of travel through the train lava- 
tories and believed the subject was one 
demanding prompt and serious considera- 
tion with the viqw either to placing n 
germicide in the flushing tanks or else a 
receptacle beneath the car which could 
be taken out at stated points and prop- 
erly disposed of. 


Dr. T. W. Crowder, superintendent of 


sanitation of the Pullman company, ex- 
plained the system of disinfection 
and 


sanitation of that company. Every sleep- 
ing"car, lie'-said, was thoroughly disin- 
fected at least once n. month, but cars 
carrying passengers to the Adirondacks, 
Colorado. Southern California and other 
points visited by consumptives, invariab- 
ly are disinfected ut the end of the trip. 


It was not unusual he said, to disinfect 
cars several times a -week. 


The necessity for greater uniformity in 


the anti:spitting laws of the 
several 


states 'wai,;discussed by Dr. C. 0. Prust, 
of Columbus, Ohio. He also called atten- 
tion to the cnre that should be exercised 
by railroads in refilling the water tanks 
of cars with distilled water to avoid the 
danger of typhoid. 


Dr. Henry M- Bracken, of St. Paul also 


spoke, urging increased effort in the mat- 
ter of car sanitation. 


After the' subject had been generally 


discussed the conference appointed a com- 
mittee of three to confer with a commit- 
tee of railroad sanitary officers with the 
view to formulating a plan more effect- 
ually to sanitize railroad 
coaches and 


sleepers. The committee' was instructed 
to report at the next conference.

He seemed to refer to this misjoinder 


ns a freak of nature which he regarded, 
not ns a misfortune and much loss ns a. 
reproach but rather HR 
a distinction 


which, though it hnd its disadvantages, 
as it hnd brought him to vagabondage, 
was still something to be proud of. like 
genius or a passion for art or music. His 
tastes, he thought, marked him out as a 
man of luxury, and if he did not shine in 
that respect i't was not his fault but tha 
fault of his poverty. 


The first mistake of thip fellow was to 


imagine that a taste /or champagne was 
exceedingly raro among people with a 
beer income. As a general thing people 
with a beer income content themselves 
with beer, but they enjoy champagne when 
they can get it, and if they indulged the 
taste it would grow on. them, jnst as it 
would on'any ond else, until it became 
overpowering. The fact that they do not 
squander every dollar they can make on 
champagne is a. sign not of their plebeian 
coarseness but of their sanity and good 
sense. 


Then this admirer of champagne com- 


mitted a. great blunder in assuming that 
his passion, so far from deserving cen- 
sure, was something to be vain of. It 
had' brought- his wife to penury and di- 
vorcs and himself to the verge of suicide, 
nnd he must have boon degraded, sure 
enough, to see anything noble or admira- 
ble in it. If the thought of it had over- 
whelmed him with shame and remorse 
every one would have nt least given him 
credit for natural sensibilities. 


This man may bo.dead;by this time, for 


ho was threatening suicide, but there arc 
so many others who arc living on the 
same principle that it is proper to re- 
mark that the way to get champagne is 
to drink beer. Dropping the llgure, the 
way to obtain1 the luxuries of life is to 
do without them unWl the time for thorn 
arrives. 


We havo in this country a great in'any 


wealthy man who arc able to afford all 
Borts of luxury and'nine out of every 
ten of them acquired thoir wealth and 
obtained their luxuries by living within 
their means when thoy were poor. They 
had the same palates nnd tastes when 
they were young and poor that thoy have 
now, but thoy did not indulge thorn. They 
naver dreamt of indulging them. They 
turned" their bocks on extravagance and 


hoarded their hard-earned dollars. Now 
they can afford all sorts of luxuries, 
whUe the man to whom we have referred 
lies probably in the potter's 
field. . 


Champagne is not the only thing whicK 


poor young men can waste their money 
and wreck their lives on. Extravagant 
dress, gambling, the theater, midnight 
suppers and a thousand other things an- 
swer the same purpose. It is no distinc- 
tion to have a taste for these things, but 
it is conclusive proof of a lack of sense 
for-any one to indulge them before ho 
can afford it and before he has establish- 
ed himself'in'remunerative business. 


Chicago, we regret to say, has its full 


quota of "poor young men who are exces- 
sively vain of their expensive tastes and 
who have chosen one of the shortest 
known 'routes to the bi idcwell and tho

common consent is now the Market and 
.Kearney street combined of the old city 
before the fir.o. The street car service 
has materially improved, and now there 
are two distinct routes to the Ferry de- I 
pots relieving the congestion. Lines now 
nlso, run through the Mission .-district, 
south of Market, and 
from north of 


there nre three lines running to 


•fhc Ferry. Lines are now running direct 
to the park and to tho Cliff house on 
both sides of Golden Gate park and it 
is thought the California scenic line run-, 
ning around the cliffs facing the ocean 
will at nn early date be reestablished. 
The pre=?nt lines are all electric, tem- 
pornry permits having boon issued for 
Market street, which, yesterday were 
made permanent and by ordinance over- 
head trolleys on other streets .were per- 
mitted and tlie Slitter street 'Ifne and 
others will soon be electric all through 
nnd the old cable a thing of the past. 
Where the hills nro too steep grade for 
the trolly, the cable will be used for that 
portion. 


RESTORING THE LIGHTS. 


Gas now lights the streets, but not the 


residences and stores except "those which 
have been inspected and gns turned on. 
This work is progressing rapidly and by 
the end of tho week at least three tho- 
sand residences*-and stores will bo en joy- 
ing gas. Fast as this is done gns stoves 
may be used and many householders are 
delighted at the prospects of terminating 
what is now felt a burden. 
But all 


cooking very generally is yet done on 
the street as has been the case ever 
since that memorable morning and to say 
everybody is heartily tired of it, is but to 
tell tho truth. The piefenicking'air has 
disappeared and the m^n'-cooks,'for many 
of the street fires managed by m£n, 
are wearing an air of dpn't.-carc-how- 
quick-camp-breaks-'up. •" Still they have 
done themselves proud and they. like,.the; 
women,''are all the better for their open 
air life. When fires will be allowed in 
houses is yet an open question. It is a 
question of chimneys safe for use, and 
the authorities refuse to permit use of 
such until inspection officially certifies 
that they arc safe. This work is in pro- 
gress though slow, and impatience is 
manifested-on nil sides, but the city of- 
ficials will take no chances. Where the 
water supply is normal, a wider latitude 
will be allowed, but the latest official 
word from the water company is that 
but half the normal'supply is now pass- 
ing through the mains. 
The electric 


service was utilized some little time ago, 
and it will be entirely available for resi- 
dences. 


THE WATER SUPPLY. 


The earthquake shock at one fell blow 


knocked out the entire water supply 
through the severance of the mains in 
exposed places outside of the city, and 
nil the fire fighters could depend upon 
was the stored water in the reservoirs, 
which was depleted very quickly. Then 
commenced the task of repairing and as 
break after break was discovered and 
stopped the reservoirs again commenced 
to fill up, ana now as stated about half 
the usual supply is passing through the 
water pipes, and it is hoped soon the 
normal supply will be restored. 'The>gas 
people have been more fortunate for Sat- 
urday night the street lamps were light- 
ed up for the first time since the night 
of April 17th and from now on as rapid- 
,]y 03 houses can be tested for breaks 
and the breaks made good, gas will be 
turned on in 'stores and residences. The 
lighting of the streets alone has restored 
a decided measure of confidence, and no 
longer do pedestrians have to walk in 
darkness. Of course all this restoration 
of the old order of things is slow as 
might be expected under tho discourag- 
ing circumstances, but San Francisco is 
getting there and within another month 
houscboulders may be able to enjoy all 
the comforts of gns, water and fires as 


and street life will bo a thing of 


the past. It has been truly an experi- 
ence that none hopes to ever see again, 
but the awful catastrophe has not been 
without its valuable lessons. 
It has 


brought people nearer together than it 
has ever before, and in the hour of trial 
nnd of adversity, they have learned to 
share their troubles and help one an- 
other.

PROGRESS OF RELIEF WORK. 


The work of relief is being brought in- 


to a system, that the weeding out of 
those taking advantage of the open 
handed system, is not neglecting the real 
needy ones. 
Community kitchens arc 


now .being established where regular 
meals are furnished by the authorities 
to the needy people, and to all others, 
supplying them at a very moderate rate, 
fifteen cents per meal being the under- 
stood rate. This system is an advance 
over the first employed and as compared 
with the soup houses of panic times and 
commercial depression is a distinct ad- 
vance. 
There is not an overabundance 


of relief funds, and what is on hand and 
that coming will be judiciously cared 
for and handled. Many of the numerous 
secret organizations and fraternal orders 
have organized bureaus of relief and 
through these large numbers are being 
cared for. To give a list of these would 
be impossible, but they nre numerous and 
not the least important of these is the 
order of the Eiks who have a fine bur- 
sau in good working order ready to earc 
for any unfortunate Elk who may appear. 


possess such a large membership and they 
may be interested to know what their 
San Francisco brothers are doing. The 
Sons oi St. George, numerous also in Ra- 
cine, have an organized bureau of relief 
here .doing: good work. All the'known 
orders such as Masons, Odd Fellows, 
Knights of Pythias and other.! have their 
organized bureaus.at work, 


CARING FOR THE NEEDY. 


The government is now. concentrating 


the refugees camped in the pla'zes and 
city parks in Golden Gate park and the 
Presidio where comfortable tents- are 
provided for all, these being floored and 
of good size. Here discipline is maintain- 
ed with the 
full government ration 


served out to all within the area, medical 
attendance, and tho best of care given 
to these unfortunates. There are many 
others camped put on 'vacant lots and 
these .will be,persuaded to come within 
the government care, though all needed 
relief is being given them where they 
are. 
The Red Cross is doing a. noble 


work and is well organized with so far 
ample funds 
for necessary purposes, 


Later on the relief will be turned over 
to this organization. The relief fund to 
May 14th aggregated $.5,804,516, that is 
actually promised, with a further sum 
of $300,750 on verbal promises, a grand 
total of $6,204,40(5. It might be stated 
here that in model Camp No. 1st Golden 
Gate park are 3,000 refugees under gov- 
ernment care and control, nnd these are 
perfectly satisfied and thankful. 
' 
THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 


The bnnks are slowly emerging into a 


more active existence, and a number have 
formally opened, but are doing business 
for the present under clearing house 
rules though all expect in a couple of 
weeks to again commence to pay deposit- 
ors in full. They have abundance; of mon- 
ey and day by day the vaults are being 
opened nnd found intact. So by the first 
of .June it is thought the governor will 
issue no more proclamations of legal hol- 
idays. The question of insurance is be- 
ginning to be a vexatious one and citi- 
zens are becoming very restive' over-the 
reticence, displayed.' .It is.now .positive 
no losses incurred by earthquake'. shock 
alone will be paid, and siome 'foreign com- 
panies disposed at first not to pay'even 
ivhcre fire followed,' will, so says -'a local 
authority, be obliged to pay because the 
American cb'mpani'cs"wi11 pay'for all such. 
The point as to where damage ceased 
by the shock and commenced' by' the fire 
is a point agitating many. It is stated 
by some, though'by what authority is 
not given/ that this part .of the adjust- 
ment is now being taken up, and that 
after ascertaining just what damage the 
shock caused, then the losses by fire will 
be computed and insurance paid upon 
that. The local companies are said to 
be more liberally, inclined and may .not 
draw the line so tight though.as yet 
nothing definite has .been announced. It 
will be a very difficult matter to adjust 


this proposition for most of the evi- 


dence now rests concealed in the fallen 
walls and heaps of debris. The latest 
from the insurance people is tliat they 
.have consented to come over to this side 
from Oakland, and it is now expected 
the work of adjustment and settlement 
of differences will be much more satis- 
factorily carried on. 


CLOSED SALOONS CONTINUE. 


The saloons are yet closed do'wn tight. 


Nothing but soft drinks are sold and 
veterans used; to their drops, now take 
their bottle of pop or,seltzer as natur 
ally as if used to it"all their lives. .Busy 
Fillmore•••, street .and Divisadero have 
these, soft drink booths at intervals and 
they all 'have a steady run of. custom, 
but strange to say, the treating habit is 
entirely 
dispensed with, -for. nothing 


whatever is thought of the thirsty one 
who buys his bottle of soda or pop and 
drinks it down. Milk shakes nre popu- 
lar and several venders possessing a 
shaking apparatus do a large business 
on street corners. 
Anxious inquirers 


seeking officialdom for information as to 
•reopening of saloons are not consolec 
whoa Mayor Schmitz finaly sets his fooi 
down and decidedly says, perhaps nol 
for several months yet. 
Certainly not 


before all necessity for the military is 
done away with,'and the old ordar o: 
things restored, can the patrons of the 
saloons hope to induce the .bar beeper to 
again set up the well known stimulants 
on their counters. .As an incentive to 
saloonists to remember not to violate 
the edict of non selling, the Mayor has 
formally cancelled every saloon and club 
license in the city, so that in addition to 
the formal order to close, they cnn not 
now sell if they would legally. It is un- 
derstood no licenses will be issued for 
some time to come, and that when again 
issued, it seems pretty certain instead of 
the former low license fee of $72.00 per 
year one of $500.00 may be charged. This 
is now regarded by many citizens who 
before at the very last election voted 
against increasing the license to this 
$500.00 figure, as none too low and they 
.favor it. The .license hitherto had been 
so low that practically every retail groc- 
ery store had its bar. in the rear or im- 
mediately adjoing communicating by a 
door somewhere, and that this was not

Louisiana Board of €ontrol of 


Lepers' Home Makes Report 


to GOT. Blanch ard. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., May 22.—In a 


lengthy report submitted to 
Governor 


Blanchari, the board of control of the 
Louisiana Leper Home, announcement 
is made for the first tiaie that a definite 
cure has been obtained in three cases of 
Leprosy. The cures are mentioned in the 
reports of Dr. Hopkins, viisiting physician 
and Dr. Isador Dyer, consulting leprolo- 
gist. These patients have been discharg- 
ed. 


It1 is stated in the report that the 


jdisease continues to spreiul in this state 
and that the cases show evidence of a re- 
:cent outbreak and that there are certain 
centers of infection yet to be investigat- 
ed,-' In some instances the disease has 
been carried to non-infected points by 
Y»ttients who escaped from 
the 
home. 


'The legislature is asked to locate nil of 
the points of infection.

National Health Board Dis- 


cusses Dangers of Infection 


Through Sleeping Cars.

.'.WASHINGTON, May 22.—Dr. M. J. 
Ttosenau of the government health ser- 
rice spoke before the national conference 
of state and provincial boards of health 
today. 
:• He declared that the dangers of con- 
tact with the sleeping car or coach and 
their furnishings were not quite as great 
now ns they once were, although he said 
such-danger did at all times exist. He 
particularly inveighed against the wasb 
basins in sleeping cars as, well as

drinking glasses. He thought that some

sils. 


He regarded as vital the qu<wtion of 


the likelihood of spreading disease along 
the line of travel through the train lava- 
tories n.nd believed the subject was one 
demanding prompt and serious considera- 
tion with the viqw either to placing a 
germicide in the flushing tanks or else a 
i-oceptncle beneath the car which could 
be taken out at stated points and.prop- 
erly disposed of. 


Dr. T. W. Crowder, superintendent of 


sanitation of the Pullman company, ex- 
plained the system of disinfection and 
sanitation of that company. Eveiry sleep- 
ing';'car, he-said, was thoroughly disin- 
fected at least once a month, but oars 
carrying passengers to the Adirondacks, 
Colorado. Southern California and other 
points visited by consumptives, invariab- 
ly are disinfected at the end of the trip. 


It was not unusual he said, to disinfect 
cars several times a week. 


The necessity for greater unifprinity in 


the anti:Spitting laws of the several 
states wa3,:discussed by Dr. C. O. Prust, 
of Columbus, Ohio. He also called atten- 
tion to the care that should be exercised 
by railroads in refilling the water tanks 
of cars with distilled water to avoid the 
danger of typhoid. 


Dr. Henry M. Bracken, of St. Paul also 


spoke, urging increased effort in the mat- 
ter of car sanitation. 
' 


After the' subject had been generally 


discussed the conference appointed a com- 
mittee of three to confer' with a commit- 
tee of railroad sanitary officers with the 
view to formulating a plan more effect- 
ually to sanitize railroad coaches and 
sleepers. The committee was instructed j 
to report at the next conference. 


"A CHAMPAGNE TASTE." 


Chicago Chronicle: When a few days 


ago a Chicago roan wrote his neglected 
and deserted wife a letter explaining and 
excusing his dissolute career he gave as 
one of the justifications for it that ho 
bad "a champagne taste with a beer in-- 
come." 
. 
. . . 


He seemed to refer to this misjoinder 


as a freak of nature which he regarded 
not as a misfortune, and much less as a. 
reproach but rather as a distinction 
which, though it had its disadvantages, 
as it had brought him to vagabondage, 
was still something to be proud of, like 
genius or a passion for art or music. His 
tastes, he thought, marked him out as a 
man of luxury, and if he did not shine in 
that respect it was not his fault but the 
fault of his poverty. 


The first mistake of this fellow was to 


imagine that a taste for champagne was 
exceedingly rare among people with a 
beer income. As a general thing people 
with a beer income content themselves 
with beer, but they enjoy champagne when 
they can get it, and if they indulged the 
taste it would grow on them, just as it 
would on • any one eke, until it became 
overpowering. The fact that they do not 
squander every dollar they can make on 
champagce is a sign not of their plebeian 
coarseness but of their sanity and good 
sense. 


Then this admirer of champagne com- 


mitted a. great blunder in assuming that 
his passion, so far from deserving cen- 
sure, was something to be vain of. It 
had brought- his wife to penury and di 
vorcs and himself to the verge of suicide, 
and he must hav« been degraded, sure 
enough, to see anything noble or admira- 
ble in it. If the thought of it had over- 
whelmed him with shame and remorse 
every one would have at least given him 
credit for natural sensibilities. 


This man may be dead; by this time, for 


he was threatening suicide, but there are 
so many others who are living on the 
same principle that it is proper to re- 
mark that the way to get champagne is 
to drink beer. Dropping the tlgrure, tlie 
way to obtain the luxuries of life is to 
do without them until the time for them 
arrives. 


We have in this country a great many 


wealthy men who are able to afford all 
sorts of luxury and nine out of every 
ten of them acquired their wealth and 
obtained their luxuries by living within 
their means when they were poor. Jhey 
had the fame palates and tastes when 
they were young and poor that they have 
now, but they did not indulge them. They 
never dreamt of'indulging them. They 
turned" their backs on extravagance and 


hoarded their hard-earned dollars. 
they can afford all sorts of luxuries, 
while the man to whom we have referred 
lies probably, in the potter's field. 


Champagne is not the only thing whick 


poor young men can waste their money 
and wreck their lives "on. Extravagant 
dress, gambling, the theater, midnight 
suppers and a thousand other things an- 
swer the same purpose. It is no distinc- 
tion to have a, taste for these things, but 
it is conclusive proof of a lack of sense 
for any one to indulge them before ha 
can afford it and before he has establish- 
ed himself in remunerative business.
